A  capsuled  account  of  University  activity  as  reported  by  the  American  Press

One    of    the    Last    Outposts 

THE  TYPE  of  experience  a  young  actor  can  find  at  the  Monomoy  is  difficult  to 
come  by  in  the  second  half  of  the  Twentieth  century,"  according  to  an  article 
appearing  in  Cape  Cod  Compass  magazine. 

Author  of  the  article  was  Christopher  Lane,  associate  professor  of  dramatic  art 
and   speech   and   director  of  Ohio  University's   Monomoy  Theatre   in  Chatham,   Mass. 

Quoting  Professor  Lane,  the  Cape  Cod   Cojnpass  reported: 

"Each  morning  at  nine,  an  old  farm  bell  rings  announcing  to  some  25  young 
actors  and  actresses  that  the  breakfast  hour  is  over.  Until  the  early  hours  of  the  next 
morning,  these  young  people  are  learning  by  experience.  All  members  of  the  com- 
jjany  spend  the  morning  hours  working  on  one  or  another  of  the  technical  aspects  of 
the  upcoming  production.  They  may  be  found  building  or  painting  scenery,  building 
or  collecting  properties,  making  or  cleaning  costumes,  or  planning  or  setting  lights. 

"Afternoons  are  devoted  to  rehearsals.  Usually  two  plays  are  in  preparation,  and 
it  is  common  practice  for  a  young  actor  to  dash  from  rehearsing  a  scene  in  one  play 
to  rehearse  a  scene  in  another,  and  back  again  to  the  first.  Always,  the  production  com- 
ing up  next  is  the  important  one,  and  takes   precedence. 

"But  a  young  actor  learns  versatility  and  control  by  this  kind  of  experience  as  he 
can  learn  these  qualities  in  no  other  way.  He  learns  that  the  economy  of  using  those 
things  which  he  has  pro\ed  for  himself,  and  he  knows  the  need  to  discover  new  tech- 
niques for  the  new  roles  that  come  one  after  the  other.  He  learns  to  keep  each  part 
clear   and   sharply  defined. 

"The  old  training  grounds  of  the  theatre  are  no  more.  Vaudeville  is  a  thing  of 
memory.  Burlesque,  which  once  trained  such  great  comedians  as  Fanny  Brice,  Bert 
Lahr,  and  Ed  Wynn,  is  a  thing  of  the  past.  That  great  proving  place,  the  old  resi- 
dent stock  company,  has  gone  the  way  of  the    trolley   car. 

"But  here  at  Monomoy,  in  what  is  perhaps  one  of  the  last  outposts,  he  can  find 
again  that  rich  training  ground  once  offered  by  vaudeville,  burlesque,  and  resident 
stock.  And,  working  in  the  intensified  atmosphere  of  this  theatre,  he  finds  himself 
always   watching   and  ever   learning." 

The  Monomoy  Theatre  group  was  also  featured  in  Cape  Cod  Illustrated  on  June 
27. 


An    Important    Event 

WILLIAM  L.  SHIRER,  author  of  "The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Third  Reich"  and 
"Berlin  Diary,"  told  an  Ohio  University  convocation  audience  the  signing  of  the 
nuclear  test  ban  treaty  has  been  the  most  important  event  since  World  War  II,"  ac- 
cording to  a  story  in  the  Columbus  Citizen- Journal  (Aug.  8).  He  said,  "the  test  ban  is 
the  first  step  toward  sanity  for  the  world  and  eventual  complete  disarmament. 

Shirer,  who  covered  Europe  for  the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System  (CBS)  during 
the  period  leading  up  to  World  War  II  and  during  part  of  it,  commended  President 
Kennedy  for  his  recent  acknowledgement  to  the  American  public  that  there  is  no  de- 
fense against  nuclear  attack. 

The  noted  author  also  said  that  "the  overriding  reason  the  Soviet  Union  agreed 
to  the  ban  at  this  time  was  a  realization  by  Premier  Nikita  Khrushchev  of  how  close 
the  world  came  to  war  over  Cuba.  He  also  indicated  Khrushchev  may  have  agreed  to 
the  pact  for  immediate  political  gain  because  of  the  rift  with  Red  China.

"This  year's  trainees,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Carl  H.  Denbow  representing 
the  university  and  Dr.  Ray  Lamontagne  of  the  Peace  Corps,  will  follow  a  program 
similar  to  last  summer's  session — ten-hour  days  and  six-day  weeks  plus  studying."

Building  New  Boundaries 


Acquisition   of  216  acres   near  Athens   campus   and    plans 
for    branch    construction     may    solve    enrollment    problem. 


A  FTER  MORE  THAN  a  century  of  only  minor  expan- 

sion  in  the  size  of  its  Athens  campus,  Ohio  University 
suddenly  is  shattering  its  boundaries  and  spilling  over  into 
hundreds  of  acres  of  new  land. 

The  University,  continually  faced  with  increasing  en- 
rollment, has  completed  a  land  trade  that  has  annexed  216 
acres  of  choice  land  adjacent  to  its  main  campus  of  339 
acres.  The  transaction  saw  the  Uni\'ersity  exchange  its  farm 
six  miles  outside  of  Athens  for  the  216  acres  owned  by  the 
Athens  State  Hospital. 

President  Vernon  R.  Alden,  who  worked  out  details 
of  the  transfer,  explained  that  the  farm  will  continue  to 
be  used  as  a  "laboratory"  for  the  University's  agricultural 
students,  however. 

In  the  president's  plans  for  the  annexed  property  is 
tlie  building  of  a  modern  new  hospital  facility  which  will 
be  used  jointly  by  the  city  of  Athens  and  Ohio  University. 
Other  proposed  construction  includes  donnitories,  classroom 
buildings,  and  a  science-engineering   research   complex. 

In  the  January,  1963  ALUMNUS  President  Alden 
said,  "Today,  on  the  Ohio  University  campus  we  have 
9,600  students  and  an  additional  4,000  students  in  our 
seven  branches.  In  the  next  ten  years  we  shall  educate 
as  many  students  as  we  have  had  in  our  entire  158-year 
history.  By  1972  we  expect  to  have  a  total  enrollment  of 
approximately  26,000  students.  One  of  our  major  problems 
will  be  to  determine  ho\v  many  should  be  enrolled  on  our 
Athens  campus  and  how  many  in  our  branches." 

President  Alden's  vast  expansion  plans  for  Ohio  Uni- 
versity do  not  stop  in  Athens. 

In  Zanesville,  O.,  where  the  University  has  one  of  its 
eight  branch  colleges,  a  179-acre  plot  of  land  has  been 
made  available  by  county  commissioners  for  the  establish- 
ment of  an  Ohio  University  branch  campus.  The  acreage, 
described  as  choice  land  and  level,  is  just  west  of  the  Zanes- 
ville city  limits  on  Route  146. 


Announcement  of  the  transfer  was  made  in  June,  fol- 
lowing a  meeting  bet^veen  Muskingum  County  commission- 
ers and  President  Alden,  Trustee  Fred  H.  Johnson  and 
Dean  of  Branches  Albert  C.  Gubitz. 

The  Zanesville  land  acquisition  marks  a  milestone  in 
the  rapid  growth  of  the  Ohio  University  branch  college 
program.  Under  the  direction  of  Dean  Gubitz  since  its 
launching  in  1946,  the  program  has  grown  from  an  orig- 
inal three  cities,  Zanesville,  Chillicothe,  and  Portsmouth, 
with  a  combined  enrollment  of  only  859,  to  eight  colleges, 
adding  Martins  Ferry,  Ironton.  Lancaster,  Lockbourne  AFB 
in  Columbus  and  Blythesville  AFB,  .-Xrkansas.  with  an  ex- 
pected fall  enrollment  of  5,000  students. 

President  Alden  described  the  Zanes\ille  project  as  "a 
historic  move  in  the  progress  of  state-supported  higher  edu- 
cation. He  predicted  the  time  is  not  far  away  when  the 
Zanesville  branch  will  be  a  flourishing  university,  complete 
with  classroom  buildings,  laboratories  and   dormitories. 

Meanwhile,  in  Chillicothe,  citizens  there  have  organ- 
ized an  Ohio  University  Development  Fund  to  provide  a 
campus  there.  The  group  has  raised  a  quarter  of  a  million 
dollars  and  late  in  September  presented  President  Alden 
and  Dean  Gubitz  title  to  nearly  90  acres  of  land  for  future 
development  of  a  campus  similar  to  the  one  proposed  for 
Zanesville. 

The  city  itself  has  pledged  utility  services,  street  im- 
provements and  other  assistance  worth  $100,000. 

Similarly,  in  Portsmouth,  where  citizens  have  provided 
a  building  for  the  Ohio  University  branch  through  a  $100,- 
000  fund  campaign,  city  planners  are  looking  toward  new 
campus  e.xpansion. 

Steps  are  being  taken  now  to  carry  out  an  urban  re- 
newal project  which  will  make  four  city  blocks  in  the  heart 
of  Portsmouth  available  for  the  branch  college.  Early  in 
April  the  city  was  awarded  $106,956  as  an  advance  on  a 
grant  that  is  expected  to  total  $370,000.  The  area  set  aside 
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for  the  expansion  is  now  a  substandard,  nonresidential  sec- 
tion adjacent  to  the  central  business  district  and  the  Ohio 
l\i\cr. 

Should  they  reach  an  impasse,  city  leaders  have  an 
alternate  plan  that  would  provide  three  blocks  next  to 
Griffin  Hall,  the  Ohio  University  building  now  being  used 
for  some  700  daytime  students. 

Why  the  emphasis  on  out-of-town  de\elopment  when 
the  University  is  receiving  such  a  substantial  amount  of 
land  right  next  to  its  Athens  campus? 

President  Alden  explains  it  in  terms  of  economics.  "In 
a  city  of  13,000  population,  Ohio  University  already  is  a 
slant  with  a  campus  enrollment  of  10,000.  I  think  that  we 
should  limit  our  Athens  enrollment  to  15,000,  and  we  will 
reach  that  figure  in  a  very  few  years.  In  the  meantime,  we 
will  be  developing  our  branch  campuses  to  offer  first-class 
residential  university  education  to  10,000  additional  stu- 
dents." 

Ohio's  president  also  believes  that  development  of  the 
branch  campuses  will  be  a  boost  for  all  of  Southeastern 
Ohio. 

"We  are  in  a  unique  position  of  providing  important 
economic  benefits  for  a  large  area  of  the  state  while  solving 
our  own  problems  of  growth,"  he  said. 

Meanwhile,  construction  of  new  dormitories  on  the 
West  Green  of  the  Athens  campus  continues  at  a  rapid 
pace.  Four  units  of  the  proposed  12-unit  dormitory  site 
have  been  completed  and  are  now  being  occupied. 


Rehabilitation  of  57-year-old  Ellis  Hall  has  been  com- 
pleted at  a  cost  of  $961,000.  The  now  modem  building, 
which  is  air-conditioned  throughout,  will  house  the  modern 
languages  and  English  departments.  Unique  features  of  the 
building  include  soundproof  moveable  partitions  to  allow 
adjustment  of  classrooms  to  various  class  sizes;  three  30- 
position  modern  languages  laboratories  equipped  with  in- 
dividual headphone  microphone  sets,  and  dual  recording 
apparatus  for  the  instructor's  master  track  and  the  student 
track ;  all  classrooms  wired  for  closed-circuit  television  and 
1  1   classrooms  equipped  with  sets. 

The  interior,  which  was  completely  rebuilt,  now  con- 
tains 39  classrooms,  76  faculty  offices,  two  seminar  rooms, 
the  modern   languages  library  and  laboratories. 

The  exterior  face  lifting  included  the  addition  of  a 
Federal  style  portico  at  the  front  entrance  on  University 
Terrace,  a  sand-blast  cleaning  job  and  modernized  entrance- 
ways.  Pictures  of  the  "new"  Ellis  Hall  will  appear  in  the 
November  issue  of  THE  ALUMNUS. 

Rapid  growth  in  both  enrollment  and  facilities  has 
been  a  trademark  of  Ohio  University  since  the  end  of 
W'orld  War  II.  Since  1954,  14  dormitories  and  seven  class- 
room  buildings   have   been   constructed. 

In  an  effort  to  help  alumni  familiarize  themselves  with 
their  growing  Alma  Mater,  a  two-page  campus  map  drawn 
in  perspective  by  Ken  Dickie  of  the  Engineering  Graphics 
Department  can  be  viewed  on  pages  eight  and  nine.

Ohio  University's  new  internship  program  is  designed 
to  provide  on-the-job  training  for  qualified  students. 


A  SOPHOMORE  OR  JUNIOR  student  will  be  carry- 
"^  ^  ing  an  extra  load  of  work  this  year,  but  he  is  not 
worried.  On  the  contrary,  he  feels  that  combining  the  aca- 
demic side  of  college  life  with  practical  experience  will  be  a 
valuable  opportunity.  He  is  one  of  the  first  students  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  newly  initiated  internship  program  at  Ohio 
University;  and,  will  be  working  part-time  at  the  Athens 
National  Bank  to  supplement  his  course  work  in  the  College 
of  Business  Administration. 

The  new  Internship  Office  at  Ohio  University  will 
direct  a  program  of  on-the-job  training  for  students.  Plans 
are  being  made  for  an  outstanding  student  to  work  for  the 
Athens  County  Representative  when  the  Ohio  Legislature 
reconvenes.  The  Ohio  University  Treasurer's  Office  will 
have  one  intern  in  Business  Administration.  Initial  arrange- 
ments are  also  being  made  to  send  students  to  both  political 
conventions  with  the  Ohio  Delegations.

Dr.  L.  J.  Hortin,  Director  of  the  School  of  Journalism 
has  been  highly  successful  in  the  development  of  an  intern- 
ship program  with  his  students.  Thirteen  juniors  in  the  Jour- 
nalism School  are  working  as  interns  with  newspapers,  hos- 
pitals, and  radio  stations  this  summer.  Under  this  program, 
students  work  ten  weeks  or  more  as  salaried  employees  dur- 
ing the  summer.  The  thirteen  interns  will  enroll  next  fall 
in  a  seminar  class  \vhere  they  will  receive  three  hours  credit 
and  prepare  case  studies  of  their  summer's  experience. 

The  aim  of  the  Internship  Office  is  to  provide  profes- 
sional experience  that  contributes  to  a  student's  academic 
development.  The  program  has  two-fold  benefits:  students 
are  able  to  apply  classroom  activity  to  work  situations,  and 
also  render  a  valuable  service  to  the  organizations  with 
which  they  are  associated.  This  will  enable  students  to  make 
more  productive  use  of  summer  vacation  periods. 

Another  important  phase  of  the  internship  program 
will  be  to  introduce  Ohio  University  students  to  work  and 
study  programs  in  foreign  countries.  For  instance,  a  student 
interested  in  the  field  of  insurance  may  find  an  opportunity 
to  sell  insurance  abroad.  Experience  in  an  international 
atmosphere  will  greatly  broaden  the  development  of  the 
student,  and  also  contribute  to  the  cultural  interchange  that 
is  so  necessary  in  today's  world. 

The  office  will  also  collect  information  concerning 
scholarships,  fellowships  and  loans  available  to  students  both 
at  the  undergraduate  and  graduate  levels.  Such  data  will 
provide  knowledge  of  procedures  dealing  with  qualifications, 
selection,  amount  of  awards  and  loans,  deadlines,  and  the 
like.  Inherent  to  the  utilization  of  such  information  is  to 
stimulate  students  to  high  academic  achievement  which  will 
in   turn  increase  opportunities  for  further  study. 

Basic  to  the  whole  idea  of  the  Internship  Office  is 
individual  excellence  in  all  aspects  of  the  student's  college 
life.  Ohio  University  must  continue  to  expand  the  develop- 
ment of  a  student  body  which  reflects  qualities  of  creativity, 
imagination,  and  vigor  so  vital  to  present  and  future  de- 
cades.

pio\einent.  President  Alden,  in  concluding  a  special  report 
to  alumni,  faculty,  and  students  in  January  of  1963,  said, 
"In  order  to  exist  in  the  world  of  1975,  the  educated  man 
must  possess:  superior  professional  knowledge  and  skills;  an 
orderly  mind  capable  of  articulate  expression;  a  sense  of 
history  and  its  eHect  upon  civilization;  a  highly  developed 
imagination;  and  the  courage  to  use  these  gifts  effectively." 
The  Internship  Office  can  be  the  catalytic  agent  which 
facilitates  the  growth  of  excellence  of  programs  which  help 
students  find  opportunities  which  demand  such  character- 
istics.

Certainly,  there  are  many  well-cjualified  students  at 
Ohio  University  eligible  for  work  in  industry  and  govern- 
ment, study  and  work  abroad,  graduate  study  and  other 
areas  of  endeavor.  This  September  10,300  full-time  students 
representing  forty-five  states  and  forty  foreign  countries 
were  enrolled  on  the  Athens  campus.  These  students  attend 
seven  degree-granting  colleges.  In  addition,  approximately 
4200  students  attend  eight  branch  colleges  of  Ohio  Univer- 
sity. Each  one  of  these  colleges  addresses  itself  to  the  de- 
velopment of  a  student  well-prepared  for  meeting  his  life's 
work.  In  line  with  such  preparation  is  the  equal  expansion 


of  opportunities  of  practical  work  and  study  experiences  in 
as  many  occupational  fields  as  possible. 

A  great  service  can  be  rendered  to  the  internship  pro- 
gram if  interested  alumni  woidd  relate  to  the  director  op- 
portunities which  they  may  know  of  that  may  be  open  to 
Ohio  University  students;  of  particular  interest  is  summer 
work  in  industry.  Through  alumni  interest  and  participa- 
tion the  new  internship  program  can  assist  many  capable 
students.  For,  in  many  instances,  the  internship  program 
can  only  maintain  its  vitality  and  energy  through  dedicated 
and  working  alumni. 

The  Internship  Office  hopes  to  find  positions  that  will 
give  students  unusual  work  experiences.  Alumni  can  greatly 
aid  the  program  by  notifying  the  office  of  opportimities 
which  may  be  open  to  capable  and  qualified  students.  With 
good  communication  between  the  Internship  Office  and 
business  and  industry,  the  program  can  quickly  e.xpand. 
In  oiu-  complex  world  which  demands  greater  and  greater 
specialization,  the  university  can  do  nothing  more  important 
than  develop  students  \\  ho  not  only  have  excellent  academic 
backgrounds  but  also  practical  experiences  in  their  chosen 
professions.

25  Ohio  University  graduates  return  to  the  Athens  cannpus 
in  July  to  participate  in  the  first  annual  Alumni  College. 


'T^HEY  CAME   BACK  to  college. 

There  was  a  doctor  from  Illinois,  a  lawyer  from  Mans- 
field, an  engineer  from  Pittsburgh,  a  school  teacher  from 
Columbus  and  a  housewife  from  New  Jersey. 

In  all,  25  Ohio  University  graduates  and  members  of 
their  families  returned  to  the  campus  in  July  to  enroll  in 
the  first  annual  Alunmi  College,  a  unique  experiment  in 
adult  education  conducted  by  the  alumni  association. 

Developed  at  the  suggestion  of  Ohio's  president,  Ver- 
non R.  Alden,  the  week-long  Alumni  College  offered  daily 
courses  in  contemporary  art  and  literatuie,  with  special 
evening  lectures  on  interior  decorating,  personal  finance 
and   communications  media. 

Acceptance  of  the  continuing  education  program  was 
so  enthusiastic  that  the  alumni  office  is  already  planning 
to   expand    the   college   next  summer. 

Typical  of  the  participants'  reaction  was  this  e.xpres- 
sion  by  Mrs.  Wally  Schruers  (Ruth  Grandin,  '40),  of  Moun- 
tain Lakes,  N.J. : 

"Our  most  unusual  vacation  is  over  and  I  feel  in  this 
case  that  a  step  backward  (23  years)  was  a  step  forward. 
The  staff  and  the  faculty  at  Ohio  are  alert,  gracious  and 
brilliant,  and  we  are  proud  to  stand  and  sing,  'Alma  Mater 
Ohio.'  " 

Wally  Schruers,  "39,  spoke  for  most  of  the  others  when 
he  described  his  feeling  as  his  family  crossed  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Turnpike   enroute  to  Athens. 

"I  suddenly  realized  that  I  was  returning  to  the  class- 
room, and  I  admit  there  was  a  pang  of  anxiety,"  said 
Schruers.  Would  I  measure  up  to  the  others?  Could  I  do 
the  work?  Or  would  I  be  simply  one  of  a  group  of  alumni 
trying  desperately  to  recapture  the  past?" 

It  took  just  twenty-four  hours  on  the  campus  to  answer 
these  questions. 

Said  Dr.  A.  C.  Tobey  of  McLeansboro,  III.: 

"My  wife  and  I  both  feel  we  can  be  better  citizens  by 
encouraging  cultural  development  both  in  the  home  and 
in  the  community.  The  fact  that  we  attended  tliis  alumni 
seminar   lends   some    authority   to   our   opinion   concerning 


the  functions  of  a  modern  university  and  its  value  to  the 
nation." 

.Said  Marc  Gleisser,  a  Western  Reserve  graduate  and 
Cleveland  newsman  who  attended  with  his  wife,  Helga 
Rothschild,  '54: 

"Alunmi  College  was  a  richly  profitable  experience. 
It  was  a  refreshing  step  from  the  work-a-day  world  into 
one  filled  with  intellectual  stimulants  that  I  had  almost 
forgotten  still  existed." 

Said  Paul  Rusinko,  '60,  high  school  teacher  and  foot- 
ball coach  from  Cleveland : 

"Another  outstanding  first  for  Ohio  University,  always 
a  leader  in  the  field  of  education.  Alumni  College  is  clearly 
the  best  possible  way  to  maintain  a  closer  contact  with  the 
most  meaningful  influence  in  a  person's  life.  The  new 
knowledge  gained  by  my  wife  and  I  will  aid  us  both  in  be- 
coming better  teachers." 

Following  Sunday  evening  registration  and  orienta- 
tion at  Voigt  Hall,  the  alumni  students  began  each  morn- 
ing  in    air   conditioned   classrooms   in   Baker   Center. 

The  contemporary  literature  course  was  taught  by  Dr. 
Hollis  Summers,  nationally-known  as  one  of  the  leading 
31  poets  in  America.  His  poems  have  been  published  in 
many   of   the   top   literar)'   magazines. 

After  a  half-hour  coffee  break  also  attended  during 
the  week  by  many  faculty  and  staff  members,  the  alumni 
met  with  Dr.  Fred  Leach,  who  is  respected  not  only  for 
his  contributions  in  designing  and  implementing  art  courses 
but  also  for  his  studio  work  and  his  growing  list  of  art 
credits. 

Typical  of  the  reaction  to  classroom  experiences  was 
that  of  Arthur  Charkoff,  '51,  an  engineer  with  NASA  in 
Cleveland : 

"As  long  as  I  live,  if  I  hear  someone  say  'It's  hot  today,' 
I  will  be  reminded  of  Dr.  .Summers  and  this  Alumni  Col- 
lege." 

(In  lecturing  on  plot  development,  Dr.  Summers  used 
an  everyday  exchange  of  conversation,  "It's  hot  today;  has 
it  been  hot  where  you  have  been?",  to  illustrate  how  a 
story  situation  can  be  created.) 
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Mrs.  Barbara  Ogg  of  Pittsburgh  was  impressed  by 
the  art  discipHnes  in  Dr.  Leach's  class.  Explained  Barbara. 
"Before  I  came  here,  art — any  kind  of  art — meant  little  to 
me  in  the  way  of  interpretation.  Now  I  feel  that  I  can  look 
at  a  painting  and  find  some  message  or  experience  some 
reaction." 

There  were  additional  opportunities  to  study  in  the 
evenings.  Three  short-sleeve  lectures  were  held  in  Baker 
Center's  Alumni  Lounge. 

Margaret  Davis  spoke  of  interior  decorating  and  re- 
ceiv'ed  responses  and  questions  from  both  men  and  women. 
Later  in  the  week  she  conducted  a  tour  of  new  domiitories 
which   she   decorated    and    furnished. 

Prof.  William  Fichthorn  drew  praise  for  his  mid-week 
lecture  on  stock  investments,  and  equally  popular  was  the 
final  lecture  on  communications  media  by  Dr.  L.  J.  Hortin. 

Afternoons  were  devoted  to  rest,  recreation  and  free 
time.  Most  of  the  alumni  students  took  golf  lessons  from 
Coach  Kennit  Blosser,  or  bowling  instruction  from  former 
athletic  director  Carroll  Widdoes.  Others  concentrated  on 
swimming  at  the  university  natatorium. 

In  addition,  there  was  a  series  of  special  events  for 
the  participants.  On  Monday  they  were  the  guests  of  Presi- 
dent and  Mrs.  Alden  for  a  social  hour  at  the  Alden  home. 
A  steak  cook-out  on  Wednesday  and  a  theater  on  Thurs- 
day were   other  highlights. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  Alumni  College,  the  participants 
completed  evaluation  fomis.  There  was  unanimous  agree- 
ment that  the  college  should  be  continued.  There  was  also 
the  realization  that  the  relatively  small  beginning  group 
would  give  way  to  countless  more  next  year. 

Each  evaluation  sheet  carried  special  note  of  the  ca- 
maraderie of  the  fii-st  grou]3,  which  ranged  from  the  Class 
of  1928  through  1960. 


FOLLOWING  GRADUATION  the  alumni  students  attended  a  lunch- 
eon on  the  patio  o(  Voigt  Hall.  The  refurning  graduates  presented  a 
framed  certificate  of  appreciation  to  the  Alumni  College  staff  and 
faculty.  Plans  for  next  year's  College  are  already  underway  and  dates 
will    be    announced    in    a    future    issue    of   THE   ALUMNUS.

When  graduation  diplomas  were  presented  at  a  Satur- 
day luncheon,  the  alumni  students  responded  by  presenting 
a  framed  certificate  of  appreciation  to  the  Alumni  College 
stafif  and  faculty. 

The  home-made  scroll  was  signed  by  each  of  the  par- 
ticipants under  the  heading:  "Charter  Members  of  the 
Alumni  College." 

Their  commencement  address  was  delivered  by  Presi- 
dent Alden,  and  National  Alumni  Association  President 
William  H.  Fenzel  told  the  alumni  students  that,  "We  will 
tell  the  Alumni  College  story — your  story — to  all  of  our 
alumni.  Those  who  take  your  place  in  the  future  will  be 
indebted  to  each  of  you,  as  we  are  indebted." 

Next  summer's  class  already  has  an  advance  enroll- 
ment of  20,  for  that  number  from  the  First  Alumni  C'.ollege 
has  registered  for   1964. 

Tentative  plans  include  two  Alumni  College  \\eeks 
next  year,  for  alumni  and  non-alumni,  one  in  each  of  the 
five-week  summer  school  sessions.  Courses  will  be  ex- 
panded to  give  alumni  an  opportunity  to  select  those  sec- 
tions which  suit  their  interest.  Dates  will  be  announced 
in  advance  to  aid  in  summer  vacation  planning. 

Loyal  Bemiller,  '55,  a  Mansfield  attorney,  captured 
the  significance  of  the  continuing  education  program  when 
he  spoke  for  the  first  class  at  the  commencement  luncheon. 
He  said: 

"Through  the  vehicle  of  an  Alumni  College,  increas- 
ing nimibers  of  alumni  can  be  made  aware  of  the  amazing 
progress  being  made  at  the  university  and,  at  the  same  time, 
share  in  the  school's  academic  progress  by  this  type  of  par- 
ticipation. For  all  Ohio  alumni,  commencement  now  has 
a  new  meaning." 
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/^HIO'S  NEW  and  personable  Athletic  Director,  Bill 
^-^  Rohr,  is  a  "man  with  a  mission."  Brought  to  OHIO 
June  1  by  the  University's  dynamic  chief  executive,  Presi- 
dent Vernon  R.  Alden,  Rohr  has  been  going  forth  in  all 
directions  carrying  out  Dr.  Alden's  plans. 

Soft-spoken  but  firm,  friendly  but  exacting,  Rohr, 
former  head  basketball  coach  at  Northwestern  University 
was  tremendously  impressed  in  his  contacts  with  Dr.  Alden. 
Not  yet  ready  to  leave  coaching,  Alden's  enthusiastic  plans 
so  struck  Rohr  that  he  "wanted  to  be  a  part  of  them."  "I 
saw  a  great  university  in  the  building  stages,  ready  to  bloom 
forth  in  almost  every  direction.  It  was  exciting  and  I  wanted 
to  handle  the  athletic  department  under  such  a  man,"  Rohr 
said  later. 

A  native  Ohioan,  Rohr  was  an  All-Ohio  basketball 
player  under  Paul  Brown  at  Massillon.  It  was  Brown  who 
talked  Rohr  into  a  college  education,  rather  than  a  two- 
year  business  school  Bill  was  considering.  Enrolling  at  Ohio 
W'esleyan  University,  Rohr  starred  four  years  for  the  "Bat- 
tling   Bishops",    making    all-Ohio    Conference    twice.

After  Bill  graduated  in  1940,  he  got  his  first  coaching 
job  as  assistant  to  Brown  at  Massillon.  Following  ser\ice 
from  1942-1946,  Rohr  returned  to  Massillon,  and  in  August 
accepted  the  head  cage  job  at  Portsmouth.  In  five  years, 
Rohr-coached  teams  roared  to  four  league  titles,  missing 
only  his  first  season. 

These  credentials  put  Rohr  at  Miami  University  in 
1951  where  he  promptly  won  three  Mid- American  cham- 
pionships, and  one  MAC  co-championship  with  an  overall 
90-47  record  for  six  years.  In  six  years  with  the  Big  Ten 
Wildcats,  Rohr's  teams  were  66-68  while  being  outmanned 
by  the  majority  of  the  teams  on  the  schedules.  Overall  his 
career  coaching  mark  was  a  fantastic  238-139.  Prior  to  his 
six  years  at  Northwestern,  where  he  was  under  the  dis- 
advantage of  restrictive  recruiting,  Rohr's  record  was  a 
phenomenal  172-71.  In  the  history  of  modem-day,  big-time 
basketball  that  mark  rivals  the  best. 

It  wasn't  only  Rohr's  coaching  record  that  impressed 
Dr.  Alden.  "When  I  fii-st  met  Bill  and  his  gracious  wife 
Mary  Ellen,"  the  Ohio  president  later  said,  "I  felt  that  I 
must  entice  them  to  Athens.  Bill  is  one  of  the  finest  men  I 
have  met  in  athletics  and  he  brings  to  OHIO  his  experience 
as  a  fine  coach,  as  well  as  the  drive,  dedication  and  enthusi- 
asm that  is  so  important  in  the  physical  and  mental  de- 
velopment of  youth."  Dr.  Alden  has  stated  that  he  wants 
"excellence  across  the  board,  academically,  athletically, 
facility  wise  and  in  all  aspects  of  University  life  and  en- 
deavor. "I  feel  certain  Bill  Rohr  is  the  man  to  lead  us  to 
the  top." 

President  Alden  also  paid  tribute  to  the  fabulous  career 
of  Brandon  T.  "Butch"  Grover,  who  has  given  almost  a 
half  centmy  of  his  life  to  OHIO  University,  four  years  as 
a  student  and  43  years  as  a  loyal,  trusted  and  hard-working 
employe,  undoubtedly  qualifying  the  Meigs  County  nati\e 
heir  apparent  to  the  title,  "Mr.  OHIO  University."  The 
new,  beautiful  $2  million  athletic  fieldhouse  bears  his  name 
in  tribute  to  his  sei-vice. 

Robert  M.  Wren,  Ohio's  respected  baseball  coach  and 
Grover's  assistant  athletic  director,  decided  to  remain  in  the 
same  capacity  under  Rohr.  Rohr  was  extremely  pleased  with 
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Wren's  decision.  "He's  been  a  tremendous  help  to  me.  He 
knows  this  University  and  athletics  and  he's  just  simply  been 
invaluable.   I'm  thankful  he  stayed  on." 

It  was  Dr.  Aldan's  wish  to  leave  unencumbered  by 
administrative  duties  "the  best  coaching  staff  at  any  college 
in  the  country."  Wren's  OHIO  baseball  teams  over  the  15 


years  he  has  served  as  head  coach  have  been  among  the 
best  in  the  college  ranks.  Of  357  games,  Wren's  clubs  have 
won  a  fantastic  257,  a  percentage  of  .720. 

Since  June  1,  Rohr  and  his  new  staff  (Dale  Schumach- 
er, Athletic  Business  manager  and  Ticket  Manager,  former 
Director  of  Student  Financial  Aid;  and  Frank  Morgan, 
Sports  Infonnation  Director,  former  Middletown,  O.  news- 
paperman) have  been  working  hard  toward  the  goals  Dr. 
Alden  has  established.  Along  with  Head  Football  Coach 
Bill  Hess,  these  men  have  established  ticket  agencies  for 
the  first  time  in  seven  key  cities  ringing  Athens:  Lancaster, 
Chillicothe,  Ironton,  Portsmouth,  Parkersburg,  Marietta, 
and  Zanesville.  This  group  held  luncheons  or  dinners  in 
each  of  these  cities  to  kick  off  the  proceedings,  and  nearly 
$200  worth  of  tickets  were  sold  before  the  first  swing  \vas 
completed.  At  this  writing,  three  radio  stations  are  con- 
sidering airing  Ohio's  Bobcats  for  the  first  time  this  fall; 
WPAR  in  Parkersburg,  W.Va.,  WMOA  in  Marietta,  and 
WKOV  in  Wellston. 

Peden  Stadium  will  have  an  additional  2,000  seats  in 
the  south  endzone  this  season.  A  new  scoreboard  and  2,000 
more  seats  in  the  north  endzone  are  planned  for  next  season, 
which  will  raise  the  seating  capacity  to  18,000.  It  is  hoped 
that  by  the  third  year  5,000  additional  seats  will  be  added 
on  each  side  of  the  pressbox.  (west  side  of  the  field)  plus 
enlargement  of  the  pressbox  itself.  This  would  raise  the 
seating  capacity  to  28,000. 

As  Rohr  said  in  every  city  that  a  ticket  agency  was 
established,  "many  people  are  tiying  to  pin  the  'big-time' 
label  on  us.  Well,  we  are  simply  trying  to  keep  up  with  the 
tremendous  expansion  going  on  at  our  campus.  We  will 
have  10,300  students  this  fall  plus  5,000  in  the  eight 
branches.  If  it's  'big-time'  to  try  to  stay  abreast  of  the  boom 
that  has  been  predicted  and  finally  hit  Athens,  then  v\e're 
guilty."

V\  rHEN  COACH  BILL  HESS 
^'  calls  his  1963  squad  "young", 
he's  not  alibing.  Hess  has  13  letterman 
returning  to  the  fold,  but  of  these  only- 
six  are  seniors  and  only  four  will  he 
in  the  starting  lineup,  with  but  five  on 
the  first  two  complete  teams.  And 
youth  has  everything  to  do  with  this 
year's  key  problem — finding  a  team 
leader  at  the  all-important  quarter- 
back slot. 

Right  now,  Hess  forsees  three  possi- 
bilities to  solve  this  major  problem  for 
the  Bobcats,  Lariy  Bainter,  a  junior 
from  Logan,  O.,  Dave  Robinson,  a 
junior  from  Bellefontaine,  O.,  and  Wes 
Danyo,  a  sophomore  from  Melvindale, 
Mich. 

Bainter,  a  strong  6-0,  200-pounder, 
Jiad  an  "outstanding  spring"  and  won 
the  most  improved  player  award  se- 
lected by  the  coaching  staff.  His  only 
liability  is  game  experience.  Robinson, 
a  single-wing  tailback  during  his  high 
school  days,  switched  from  a  running 
halfback  position  during  spring  prac- 
tice. Possessed  with  strong  running 
ability,  he  too  lacks  game  experience 
at  the  new  position.  However,  he  is  the 
only  lettennan  in  the  running  for  the 
job.  Danyo,  considered  a  fine  young 
passer,  may  well  move  into  the  picture 
as  the  season  progresses.  He  was  side- 
lined with  an  injury  during  spring 
practice. 


Center  Don   "Skip"   Hoovler 


Graduation  cut  heavily  into  the  Bob- 
cat ranks.  Ohio  will  sorely  miss  co- 
captains  and  starting  ends  John  Trevis 
and  Ken  Smith.  Also  lost  were  two 
starting  tackles,  Dick  Schulz,  all-MAC, 
who  has  signed  with  the  Toronto  Ar- 
ganouts  in  the  Canadian  League,  and 
Chuck  Nickoson,  who  has  signed  a  pro 
contract  with  the  Washington  Red- 
skins. Hess'  two  quarterbacks.  Bob 
Babbitt  and  Roger  Merb,  have  joined 
the  alumni  ranks,  along  with  defensi\e 
specialists  Tom  VViddoes  and  Harl 
Evans.  And  a  replacement  must  be 
found  for  Jim  McKee,  place-kicker  de- 
luxe, who  also  graduated. 

Ohio's  front  line  will  not  be  as  big 
as  in  the  past,  but  should  have  greater 
mobility,  giving  Hess  better  oxerall 
team  speed.  The  1962  starting  back- 
field  will  return  intact,  except  for  the 
troublesome  quarterback  post. 


According  to  Hess,  "We  feel  we  will 
ualk  on  the  field  even  with  all  of  our 
1963  opponents  and  are  looking  for- 
waid  to  a  good  football  season.  This 
squad  has  fine  mental  attitude.  We 
ha\  e  placed  greater  emphasis  on  move- 
ment and  agility  rather  than  size.  Our 
new  look  will  be  lighter  linemen  who 
can  move  well.  We've  cut  our  players' 
weights  down  to  aim  at  better  mobility. 
Generally,  we  have  some  young  sopho- 
mores in  the  backfield  who  are  going 
to  give  us  a  better  running  speed  than 
last  year.  The  key  problem  is  finding 
a  team  leader  at  the  quarterback  posi- 
tion." 

The  Bobcats  will  have  capable  lead- 
ership with  co-captains  Dave  Hutter, 
senior  end  from  Steubenville,  and  Jim 
Albert,  senior  halfback  from  Canfield. 
Heading  the  line  is  All-America  candi- 
date Don  "Skip"  Hoovler,  who  has 
been  moved  to  offensive  center,  but  he 
w\\\  still  back  up  the  line  ^v•ith  his 
6-2,   235  pound  agile  frame.

State  Securities  issued  to  pro\ide  these  funds 
would  be  paid  off  by  continuing  a  one-cent  per- 
pack  cigarette  tax  which  has  been  in  effect  since 
1955.

George   Heilpern 


GEORGE  S.  HEILPERx\,  ';56,  has  turned  an  idea  he  and  a  o,oli|)  of  jour- 
nalism students  had  in   1935  into  a  successful  and  lucrative  career. 

The  Idea:  A  group  of  Ohio  journalism  majors  decided  reporters  should  know 
how  to  take  pictures.  They  chipped  in  to  buy  secondhand  photographic  equipment 
and  set  up  operation  in  a  dark  room  in  the  physics  building. 

The  Career:  Heilpern  owns  his  own  photography  studio  in  Hartford,  Conn., 
and  was  recently  named  recipient  of  the  1963  National  Award  for  outstanding 
ser\ice  to  the  field  of  professional  photography  by  the  Connecticut  Professional 
Photographers  Association. 

Heilpern's  journalistic  career  following  graduation  was  terminated  by  his  en- 
listment in  the  United  States  Navy  at  the  start  of  World  War  H.  Before  the  service 
he  served  as  a  reporter  and  copy  editor  on  newspaper  throughout  the  northeast, 
including,  in  New  York  City,  the  Journal  American,  Daily  News,  and  the  World 
Telegram. 

The  Oliio  graduate  opened  his  own  studio  in  1946  after  serving  almost  four 
years  as  a  photographers  mate.  "The  studio  started  as  a  one  man  operation,"  he 
recalls,  "but  now  it  has  grown  to  five  persons  and  we  still  keep  mighty  busy."  Heil- 
pern's studio  occupies  the  first  floor  of  building  in  downtown  Hartford. 

At  the  14th  Annual  Convention  of  the  Connecticut  Professional  Photographers 
Association  prints  entered  by  Heilpern  won  first  and  second  in  the  commercial 
black  and  white  competition,  as  well  as  first  and  second  in  the  color  commercial 
competition.  His  first  place  winner  in  the  conmiercial  color  category  then  went  on 
to  take  "best  of  show — color"  for  the  entire  convention. 

Active  in  numerous  photographic  activities,  Heilpern  is  past  president  of  the 
Professional  Photographers  Guild  of  Hartford,  Connecticut  Professional  Photo- 
graphers Association,  and  the  Photographers  Association  of  New  England.  He  is 
also  past  chairman  of  the  Professional  Photographers  Association's  Legal-Forensic 
Committee,  the  Qualification  Rules  Committee  and  the  Cost  and  Accounting 
Methods  Committee. 

Heilpern  has  co-authored  an  article  on  "responsibility  of  the  trial  attorney 
to  the  courtroom  photogra]3her"  that  was  presented  to  the  American  Academy  of 
Forensic  .Science  in  Chicago  in  1960.  The  article  was  later  published  in  the  Journal 
of  Forensic  Science.
